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Continuation of 2. NOTE: (i) new claims 140-148 raise isues related to indefiniteness for missing essential steps, which would be 
rejected under under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph; (ii) the supplemental figure 1 introduces new matter because there is no support in 
the specification; and (iii) the amendment presents 9 new claims (claims 140-148), without canceling a corresponding number of finally 
rejected claims. 


Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection of claims 34, 43, 56, 88-91 , 93, 96- 
99, 101-105, 108-111, 113, 114, 121-131, 134, and 137 under 35 U. S. C. 112, 1st paragraph, as set forth in the record, remains because 
the amended claims still encompass (i) EDG-5 receptor and (ii) a genus of agents (EDG receptor inhibitors), which are not enabled by the 
instant disclosure. Applicants continue to argue that the specification provides enablement for the whole scope of the claimed invention, 
This is not found to be persuasive for the reasons set forth in the record (Paper No. 14, March 1 1/2003; Paper No. 17, August 26, 2003).
